Claims 10-16, 19-20, 25-27 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The rejection of claims 1 0-1 6, 1 9-20 under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first 
paragraph in the previous Office action is withdrawn due to Applicant's 
argument in paper dated on 1 1/10/2008. Applicant's argued that claim 10 
requires the use of certain microorganism species and the examiner is in 
correct in finding that the claims are drawn to microorganisms with no 
limitation to the species. Moreover, as previously pointed out, the recited 
species are publicly available. Therefore, the claims are believed to be 
enabled without the need for a deposit.
